It was here that he stopped 
for a minute beside a group of 
young Italians and Mexicans, and 
forgetting entirely about his mati- 
nee and the many people waiting to 
hear him, soon had the youngsters 
spellbound with stories of hig son's 
regiment—the King's Own Scottish 
Borderers. 

Mr. Cole is very desirous of offer- 
ing everyone interested in America's 
welfare an opportunity to visit the 
Community Settlement House, as 
did Harry Lauder, and. to contribute 
to the raising of the fund for its 
permanent endowment.

Indien Carved Picture of Wife Near 
Site of Her Death.

MANISTEE, MICH. Oct. 
On an old cidar log in the village of 
Copemish is mute evidence of an 
Indian brave's great love for his 


squaw. 

Years ago Albert T. Sanders and 
his two brothers went hunting in 
the AJpper Peninsula and camped 
on Ford River. They met an Indian 
called John, then 104 years old, but 
active as a schoolboy.

George Bernard Shaw—in one of 
those interesting introductions or 
prefaces which are so characteristic- 
ally Shavian—-teils us that his new 
play, “Heartbreak House” (Bren- 


tano’s)—-a fantasia or allegory— 
symbolizes cultured leisured society 
before the war. “Horseback Hall,” 
of which he also writes, typifies that 
wealthy but intellectually inferior 
class. Which includes a majority of 
the peerage and the squire-archy— 
“ladies and gentlemen who hebitual- 
ly rode horses, hrnted them, talked 
about them, bought and sold them 
and gave nine-tenths of their lives 
dividing the other tenth between 
charity and church going, as a eub- 
stitute for religion and conserva- 
tive electioneerific.” 

The inhabitants of Heartbreak 
House despised politics, while those 
of Horseback Hall sat on the front 
benches of Parliament “with nobody 
to correct their incredible ignorance 
of modern thought and political 
science but upstarte from the count- 
ing-house who had spent thelr lives 
fvrnishing their pockets instead of 
their minds.” So between ignorance 
on one side and contemptuous care- 
leasness on the other, Britain trav- 
eled far on thie way to Gehenna. 

All this sounds much like the lam 
en of Ruskin, but Shaw adds 
to ‘his indictment a denunciation of 
pe peeudo-science which contrib 
u to England's descent toward the 
pit, by teaching that individuals are 
produced by their environment: 
that mind, conscience and will are 
mere illusions; men’s sins aad good 
deeds being mere mechanical reac-

TRAFFIC ORDINANCE. 


ROUTES TRAFFIC ONE WAY ON 
BUSY STREETS DURING 
RUSH HOURS. 


After a careful study of traf- 
fic conditions in all the large cities 
ef the United States and Europe, 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California hag drafted a 


te the City Council. 
| This new ordinance is the result 
of several months’ work of officials 
jat the auto club. Letters were 
| written to all the large cities in 
.the world and data collected as. to 
ithe manner in which they regu- 
jilated congested traffic. After an- 
jewers were all in a careful digest 
| of the whole matter was made. 
From this the officials of the club 
drafted the new law. 

In many respects the new ordi- 
nance is the same as the present 
one. There are several points of 
lradical difference. The most im- 
portant of them are as follows: 

Congested districte will remain 
about the same as before under the 
| provisions of the proposed ordi- 

nance. However, certain other 
districts can be made congested 
‘areas. Hollywood and University 
| districts, under this clause, would 
‘be the as downtown con- 
gested areas «as regards speed. 
parking, etc. 
| Vehicles parking in the congested 
districtea must have their 
within eighteen inches of the curb 
instead of two feet as under the 
present law. 

Section 25b—-It shall be unlawful 
during the hours of 9 o'clock a.m. 
‘to 6 o'clock p.m. of any Gay ex- 
‘eept Sunday, for-any person to ride, 
| drive or propel, any vehicle tn any 
, other than a southerly direction 

upon Hill or Spring streeta, be- 
tween Third and Seventh streets 
inclusively. 

Liékewlee vehicles must take a 
northerly direction on 
and Main streets during the same 
hours. This is one of the moet 
drastic provisions of the proposed 
ordinance.

MADE EIGHTEEN THRIPS

ROADS OH AUTOS. 


Te cross the plains of the western 
section of the United States once in 
the days of indians and buffaloes 
was regarded as enough of an ex-

So enthused its he over that coun- 
try that he has a cabin at the camp 
the use of which he has reserved 
for the period of his lifetime.

The cost increased to 18 cents in 
the South Atlantic States, where 
there are a limited number of im- 
proved roads, and to 29 cents in the 
Rocky Mountain district, where, of 
course. the grades affect all means 
of transportation. 

“Contrasted with these figures are 
these showing the cost of hauling 
by horse-drawn vehicles. In the 
Kast South Central section ‘he cost 
is 36 cents per ton mile, more than 
three times the cost by truck.

Demands for Cars Far Ahead 
of 


Construction of New Units 
will Relieve Congestion. 


Local Dealer Expects to Have 
More Cars Soon. 


Encouraging reports have been re- 
ceived by Don Smith, general man- 
ager for the W. P. Herbert Com- 
pany, distributor of the Cleveland 
@a from W. #. Herbert, who now 
is at the factory. Mr. Herbert went 
to the seat of production in the ef- 
fort to stimulate shipments to South- 
ern California, and upon arrival 
there found that the makers of the 
car that was ready for production 
three years before it was placed upon 
the market have their hands in the 
air in token of surrender. Their at- 
titude is due to the fact they can- 
pot provide enough cars to meet 
the demand, Mr. Herbert writes. A 
new building is in course of con- 
struction, and it is expected to pro- 
vide some relief. 

The new addition to the plant, ac- 
cording to Mr. Herbert. is 200x80 
feet in dimensio.:, of brick, steel and 
concrete construction, four stories 
high, and will cost $200,000. It is 
expected to increase production fa- 
cilities for the Cleveland lightweight 
six motor car by one-third. With 
the completion of the addition, the 
Cleveland factory wili be 4800x80 
feet, four etories high. and contain 
256,000 square feet of floor space, 

“When the men behind the Cleve- 
land six planned a factory,’ writes 
Mr. Herbert, “they purchased suffi- 
cient land for future extensions, but 
contemplated no additions the 
near future, believing the original 
plant would be large enough to 
meet the demand for the new car. 
However, even before there was cre- 
ated a Gealer organization of 1000 
there came a demand for the Cleve- 
land car swamped the factory.

EVERAL correspondents have asked for 
something more about Cornaro, to whom 
I referred a few months ago.

Every dram of salt 
which is thus retained, requires the reten- 
tion. with it to hold it in solution of more 
than a pound of water. 

“A diet free from salt has been found to 
be one of the most efficient means of reliev- 
ing @ropsy. The rationale is very simple. 
A certain amount of salt escapes from the 
body daily; no matter whether any salt is 
eaten or not. The minimum amount usually 
lost. during fasting is two to four grams, or 
half a dram to a dram. With each dram 
thus lost is also lost the pound of water 
holding it in solution. Thus the dropsy 
gradually disappears. Not infrequently the 
loss of dropsical atcumulations is so rapid

Vaccines and Influenza. 


OLLOWING is a dispatch from Raleigh, 
N. C,, to the Christian Science Moni- 
tor: 
“A thickly padded bulletin prepared joint- 
ly by the health authorities of the States of 
Virginia, North Carolina and. South Caro 
lina, and containing a discussion of various 
theories relating to socalled influenza, is 
being widely distributed at public expense, 
in the State of North Carolina by the 
State Board of Health. One notable point 
made by the compilers of the bulletin is 
that reputable health officials believe vacci- 
nation is utterly worthless as a preventive 
against influenza, at least. 

“The bulletin says, ‘Artificial means, such 
as quarantine and vaccination, may be ef- 
fectively applied in the control of some epi- 
demics but there is no evidence to 
show, and there are no health officers of de- 
pendable reputation who believe, thet any 


epidemic of influenza has ever been or can’ 


be controlled or stopped with our present 
means,’ referring obviously to medical 


“As authority for its statement, the bul- 
letin cites the view of Dr. G. W. McCoy, di- 
rector of the United States Laboratory of 
Hygiene, and reputed to be the leading au- 
thority on the subject of vaccines. Dr. Me- 
Coy, discussing vaccination against influ 
enza, is quoted as saying, ‘In every case in 
which vaccines have been tried under per- 
fectly controlled conditions, they have 
failed to influence in a definite manner 
either the morbidity-er the mortality.’” 

Why, then, continue to recommend 
serums, except to pramote the highly profit- 
able manufacture and dispensation of these 
poisonous preparations?’ .
